HORTICULTURE. 

Address of Rev. B.H. Chapin, 
Before the New York Horticultural Society. 
-Rev. Mr. Chapin last night delivered an elo- 
quent addres to the company assembled at the meet- 
ing of the Horticultural Society. After afew pre- 
liminary observations, he said: The fact that we 
are an intensely practical people is one which is 
matter either of reproach or of compliment, accor- 
ding to the critic’s point of view. It is clearly a 
national characteristic in the position of our his- 
tory. Thrown recently upon .a primeval soil, we 
haye had in many respects a national work of ciy- 
ilization to perform. We have been obliged to 
fell forests, to clear farms, to bridge rivers, and 
to build cities; and then, just as we had acquired 
@ position among the nations of the earth, and 
were casting about fora method for employing 
Our energies, the wonderful discoveries and agen- 
cies of steam and electricity were set in play, chal- 
lenging our youth and employing our vast resour- 
ces and our world-wide facilities, One, too, will 
be easily tempted to overlook the material absorp- 
tion in the wonder of the achievement; for, though 
the theme is an old one, it brings back 'as new and 
fresh this great result, which in its accomplish- 
ment excels the fabled achievements of old, when 
we consider how rapidly a great people has cover- 
ed the continent, and how soon the wilderness has 
blossomed into a city, and insignificant seaports, 
that were, now shadow every bay with their szils, 
and enclose the commerce of the globe in a chain 
of ships. [Cheers.] To look at this great City 
alone, which, in the measurement of 4 historian, 
but yesterday a free silence beside the gates of 
the sea, now, with cosmopolitan life, throws out 
its wings, and the nations of the earth honor it by 
making it a theatre for the splendid rivalry of-in- 
dustry and art. [Cheers.] But, on the other 
hand, this City, it cannot be denied, is liable to 
the charge of excessive materialism; we are oyer- 
anxious and over-busy. It had been remarked that 
an American audience always wore, a care-worn 
~ expression upon their countenances; even their a 
musements are rather a solemn matter; in almost 
every asssembly we see rows cf faces that haye dol- 
lar and cent marks upon them;—this, too, includes 
the E Pluribus Unum and the Liberty Cap.— 
[Laughter.] 1 consider the objects of the Society, 
which we are this night assembled to support to 
be the best means.of counteracting this. It will 
not be necessary to adduce proof to show that 
New-York is and has been, far bebind-hand in 
matters of Horticulture; other cities are vastly be- 
fore it, and actually ‘send their products here.-— 
Now, New-York ought to occupy the same i 
tion ina refining, sense that it does in a. civilizing 
ene. If the first City onthe Continent, and the 
richest in America whose influences are felt all 
round the world, is deficient in this refining influ- 
ence, it is expedient that your attention should be 
called to the importance of the subject—to the 
powe? that lives in every bulb, and every plant 
and every root. There are those who may ask 
what is the practical use of fruits and flowers anit 
horticultural exhibitions. There are those who 
ask, in estimating their value, will they bring us 
‘cents and dollars, and clothing and food,—men 
who think the only kind of utility is that which 
makes the money chink ‘in the bag, and produces 
the grain to be stored upin the granary; and for 
everything else itis cui bono. They say, what 
good are fowers?—will they inerease our means 
of subsistance?-and if théy do not include this,they 
Pronounce them of no atility. But there are oth- 
er kinds of usefalness—that, for instance, which 
comes by secret infiuences—that works upon the 
springs of action, that clears the eyesight and pu- 
rifies the heart; that makes the rich man appre- 
ciate the value of his riches; for I look at it that 
the reproach against the rich man is not that he 
hss not made his money honestly by the toil of 
his brain and the sweat of his brow, but that they 
donot see the proper power of their wealth—ma- 
king him appreciate the beauties of natare, and 
that of all nature’s work, which alone is priceless, 
snd which the poor man as well as even perhaps, 
more than the rich man, can enjoy—the opening 
Tandscape and the beauty whichis whispered in 
the smallest flowers and the tinicst leaves, and per- 
mits him, like Adam, in the cool of the evening, 
to walk in the garden with his God. [Cheers.] 
‘There is a solemn power in thig culture, that the 
moment you infuse it into the eoul, yoy add fo the 
beauty and moral calture of the man. There is, 
moreover, a restrictive power in it; you use a cer- 
tain kind of restraint to coerce the heavy hand of 
Violence, but when you come to the real root of 
crime, you find that the only effectual restraint at 
the commencement, is to cultivate the mind and 
purify the existing reality with a beautiful ideal; 
and by doing this, as is accomplished, by means 
of such instructions as the present, you do more 
for the protection and seeurity of society than if 
you were to draw round the City a cordon of po- 
lice. [Cheers.] The most difficult thing to be 
done in this world is to educate not only in A. S. 
and C. but in those syllables and words of that 
language which are to be found written inthe par- 
able of fruits and flowers. Then, too, they haye 
their suggestive influence, and in this they Wave a 
more powerful expression to my mind, and a more 
potent charm in the city than in thecountry. It is 
troe that we cannot improve upon nature and 
when we attempt todo so we generally fail; but 
still the very contrast serves to enhance the effect. 
How beautiful, how startling, how fresh does this 
render the simple root and the green leaf. What 
was it that in the beautiful story of Picchioli pro- 
duced the powerful effect upon the captive’s mind? 
It was not the plant that grew up between the 
chinks of the prison, but the singular contrast pro- 
duced by its putting forth its perals and unfolding 
its tiny leaves ina spot which presented to Piechio- 
1i-60 singular a contrast. Flowers may present a 
more practical use in the country but in the city 
they are Csidedly suggestive. of more beautiful 
effects. To a child for instance who has been 
grown nmid the heat of the dusty city, how beau- 
tifala leason does there come from the alphabeti- 
eal book that is unfolded to its mind in each open- 
ing fower! Again—what 2 lesson of naturo’s hia- 
_ tory, and of the Divine Wisdom, is shown to tho 
man who has been broght up in the purlieus of a 
city, and has searcely been able to discern | 
stars of heavens, through 
phere that gurround bis dweliing! And oh, wl 


Ithink of the pleasure which is caused to the heart 
of tho poor seamstress by tho geranium plant, or 
the box of fmignionette on the sill of her garret 
window, bringing back, it may be remembrances 
of groom fields and sunny slopes in days gone by, 
Loan imagine to myself her soul, preserved in 
its innocens purity, by the remembranves £0 call- 
ed back, and telling that the same Providence who 
is so minute in its manifestations to a little plant, 
of a certainty also watches over the weary oyelids 
and the hoayy hearts of the children of humanity. 
(Cheers.] I therefore call upon you to second the 
generous efforts of those who are giving their gen- 
crons, because gratuitous, efforts to educate the 
public mind in this direction; and I hope that the 
rich will learn how cheaply they can earn for them- 
selves a glorious immortality, not by erecting 
great mansoleum of marble and of brick, but by 
doing something that will touch tho hearts of the 
community long after thoy are dead, [Cheers.] 
I the more approve of the cultivation of the educa- 
tion which is derived from the flowers, for the rea- 
son that the feelings which they are suggestive of 
are unworldly and supernatural. God would seem 
to have bestowed upon man two gifts whieh pre- 
eminently partake of the Divine spirit: Music, 
which seoms to have been born less of éarth than 
of heaven, as though it had lingered near the gates 
of Paradise long after man had been driven out: 
and Flowers, which, - though born of earth, have 
less of earth than any other of her productions and 
which, if any of her works be carried into the 
realms above, I can without difficulty, conceive 
will be found lining the banks of the river of 
Life. [Cheers.] Flowers which in no situation 
or circumstance of life are ever incongruous, but 
are always appropriate; the fitting ornumonts to 
adorn with a garland the brow of Youth; appro- 
priate decorations for the marriage festival, and 
not incongruous accompaniments to the sick room; 
crowning, too, the forehead of the dead, not inap- 
propriate even when standing side by side with 
old age, when their very freshness contrasts with 
the wrinkles of years;—evéa then they are sug- 
gestive and symbolical of the soul’s perpetual 
youth, the inward blessings of immortality, the 
amaranthine crown; for in the present we feel that 
when the body shall drop as a withered calyx, the 
soal shall go forth like a ripened seed. 
REAPS OR AEN PENS 
Burpvocx Corree.—At the breakfast-table 
of a friend , a few mornings since, we 
were treated to acup of what seemed to 
us to be a new and (to our unpractised taste} 
a very fine kind ofhome-made coffee. We 
learned from the good housewife that it was 
prepared from the roots of the common bur- 
dock, The tender roots are gathered, wash- 
ed, scraped, cut into small pieces of the size 
of a common coffee kernel, and then burned, 
and afterwards gronnd when wanted, and 
treated just like common coffee. A less 
quantity is required than of coffee. ‘To us 
there was a little peculiarity inthe taste, but 
we were assured by our {riends who are good 
judges that alter a little time this peculiar 


aroma is relished more than that of the best 
Old Java. The trouble of preparing the 
roots makes this less convenient than the 
common coffee; but it is claimed that it is less 
narcotic, and that it is peculiarly adapted to 


keeping the blood pure, and the digestive 
organs in good tone. How this nay be we 
do not know, but we have long known that a 
tea made by soaking the unburned burdock 
roots in cold water isan excellent remedy 
for boils and other eryptions of the skin. 


To cet rip or Cockroacues.—The-edit-| 


or of the Bucks Counly Iitelligencer supphes 
us with the following valuable information. 
He says: Many housekeepers aré grievously 
annoyed by these troublesome creatures, and 
in vain try various methods for their exter- 
mination. A few days ago, General Rogers 
invited us ia, to see how he manages them. 
He had a washbasin (of ‘crockery-ware) a 
fourth part filled with water, well sweetened 
with molases, in which, during tho night, 
some hundreds, perhaps thousands, of cock- 
roaches had been drownded, by crawling up 
a stick laid uponthe edge of the basin. and 
thence into the liquid being unable to crall 
up the glazed sides and get ont again. He 
informs us that the number he had cought io 
this way would scarcely be credited. It is a 
simple contrivance. Try it.

Bout your Motasses. —When molasses is 
used in cooking, it isa great improvement to 
boil-and skimitbefore you use it. It takes 
out the raw taste,and makes it almost as good 
as sugar. Where molasses is used much in 
this way for cooking, it is well to prepare one 
or two gallons in this way at atime. 


How to Dry Peacnes.—Do our readers 
know how to dry peaches? Take those of 
the best quality, just as they are ripe enough 
to eat, halve them, remove the stones, and 
sprinkje over them, in the hollow from which 
the pit wastaken, a little nice sugar; dry 
them ina briok oven after the bread, &c., is 
withdrawn. They are fur better than if dried 
in the sun, retaining their aroma and flavor, 
and besides, are totally free from insects.— 
Prepared in this way, from peaches fully 
ripe, they need no cooking, but are simply 
soaked in cold water, All the sugar they re- 
quire (ranging of coarse with the variety.) 
is added while drying. Peaches thus dried 
and prepared are only inferior to the fresh 
fruit, of which they retain the flavor ina re- 
markabledegree. Ifyou prefer, take them 
not quite so ripe. and peal the fruit; but the 
flavor is net so good as when fully ripe. and 
is dissipated more inthe process of drying. — 
Exchange Paper.

Pracu Paesenve.—Take enough clarified sugar 
to cover the fruit, boil it till the syrup blabbers on 
the opasite side of the skimmer, then put in the 
truit, and let it boil lively two minutes; remove the 
same, let it stand from the fire till the naxt day; 
then take out the fruit, boil the syrup again, and 
as soon as the fruit boils, take them from the fre, 
and when cold putinto jars, and keep free from 
heat or motsture.—New York Times.
